Minneapolis, March 6 —Two women 
are missing, believed to have lost their 
j fives in the fire which practically de­ 
s tro y s the Syndicate building. Nicol­ 
let avenue between Fifth and Sixth 
streets, entailing a loss estimated at 
more than $1,170,000. 
Miss M ary Buck, proprietor of the

her maid,

their bodies are in the ruins there is 
conceded little chance they will he re 
covered. 
The tire was one of the most dis­ 
astrous in Minneapolis in many years. 
For a time it threatened the entire re­ 
tail district. 
Starting on tile Sixth 
stre< t end of the block, it swept along 
Nicollet avenue to Fifth street, many 
times threatening to jum p the street 
to Donaldson's glass block or to the 
store on Sixth street and First avenue 
owned by the New England Furniture 
and Carpet company. 


Call Sent to St. Paul. 


W ith all the available apparatus in 
the M ill City fighting the flames tt was 
seen more help wiuld be required. 
A 
call 
was sent to St. 
Paul and the 
Tw in City responded w ith three en­ 
gines and hose companies, soon on the 
scene, fighting beside the Minneapo­ 
lis equipment. 
There is a question as to the origin 
of the blaze, but when the first com­ 
pany of the Minneapolis departm ent 
arrived at the fire the west end was a 
roaring furnace. 
In the next twenty 
minutes th irty persons were carried 
out by firemen, 
Owing to the confu 
aion many of the daring rescue* were 
not recorded. 
The fire spread with such rapidity 
that before sufficient lines 
of hose 
could tie laid the flames were leaping 
tow'ard the glass block, then protect­ 
ed by the w ater curtain. 
The roar of 
the flames could be heard for blocks. 
Explosions, 
resulting 
from 
coni 
pressed 
heat 
under 
the 
sidewalks, 
threw the cement blocks high against 
the building. 
Floors fell through on 
the west half of the building, throw ­ 
ing the flames still higher. 
Fighting 
the flames became dangerous because 
of the Intense heat. 
A fter an hour 
of desperate work the flames gradual 
ly were subdued, though five hours 
later debris in the basement was still 
burning.
